It  eventually  burned  out  before 
it  got  to  the  ground.  The  thing  vhich  astonished  me  about  it  vas  that  it  is  not 
the  meteorite  season  and  it  vas  much  bigger  than  mything  I  had  ever  seen.  It  vas
